Law-abiding car enthusiasts 
should have an easier time enjoy¬ 
ing Sunday cruise nights in the 
city after a tumultuous summer 
last year led some vehicle buffs to 
cry foul. 

Although officers will still be 
out closely watching and con¬ 
ducting enforcement on cruise 
night, months of meetings 
between police and Manitoba car 
club brass have prompted a soft¬ 
er approach as law enforcement 
shifts to the carrot instead of the 
stick. 

Cruise night became a some- 
times-ffactious event last summer 
as complaints from the public 
about noise and street racing 
prompted a vehicle-inspection 
blitz by police and Manitoba Pub¬ 
lic Insurance. 

The resulting fallout from the 
inspections led both sides to get 
together over the winter and tiy 
to come to an understanding. 


“We hope to educate the public 
so that they know what’s legal,” 
Staff Sgt. Mark Hodgson said. “So 
that we don’t have lots of people 
driving around with vehicles that 
have defective equipment or 
equipment that’s going to cause 
your vehicle to be towed.” 

Police are also planning to hold 
“car clinics” so that enthusiasts 
can ask police questions. 

“It was a little over the top last 
year,” said Bob Chubala, Manitoba 
Association of Auto Clubs chair¬ 
man, of last summer’s experience. 
“It was very threatening to the 
vehicle owner.” 

He called the announcement of 
the new police approach “fantas¬ 
tic.” 

Chubala said many events held 
by car clubs benefit charities. Last 
year, many drivers stayed away 
out of fear of being eyed up by 
police. “(The charities) lost out big

Flood to cost province $ 175 M 


O Premier says the end of flood 
season is in sight O Announces 
relief package and flood strategy 


Manitobans affected by 
flooding, even those who 
didn’t get wet, will receive 
$60 million or more to 
cover everything from lost 
wages to landscaping fees. 

Premier Greg Selinger 
says the compensation 
program is more generous 
than normal disaster aid 
packages and will be 
rolled out quickly. 

“We expect to flow sup¬ 
port to people within a 
matter of weeks,” Selinger 
said yesterday. 

The province will spend 
another $115 million to re¬ 
pair damaged roads, dikes 
and other infrastructure. 
It will also raise or move 
hundreds of cottages 
along the swollen south¬ 
ern shore of Lake Manito¬ 
ba and improve flood 
protection in Brandon and 
other hard-hit communi¬ 
ties. 

The money was wel¬ 
comed, but the flood sea¬ 
son has left some property 
owners with a feeling that 
the NDP government, 
which faces an election 


Oct. 4, has mishandled 
this year’s wet weather. 

“The government has 
essentially converted our 
area into a flood plain,” 
said Robin Carter, who 
lives less than a kilometre 
from the Hoop and Holler 
bend in the Assiniboine 
River, where the govern¬ 
ment cut a hole in a dike 
and intentionally flooded 
the area to prevent a big¬ 
ger problem downstream. 

“A lot of the folks here 
have a lot of equity built 
up in their house and are 
counting on that equity to 
support them in their re¬ 
tirement,” Carter said. 

Selinger promised to 
compensate people in cer¬ 
tain areas above and be¬ 
yond federal-provincial 
disaster assistance, which 
covers a limited number 
of items such as primary 
residences and 80 per cent 
of costs up to a maximum 
of $200,000 per structure. 

Some of the money is 
expected to come from Ot¬ 
tawa.

O Netanyahu rejects ‘indefensible’ 
pre-1967 Mideast borders 


Israeli Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu pledged 
yesterday to make “painful 
compromises” for peace 
with the Palestinians, for 
the first time explicitly say¬ 
ing that some West Bank 
settlements would find 
themselves outside Israel’s 
final borders. 

He also tacked on a list of 
often-stated conditions that 
have been unacceptable to 
the Palestinians. 

Speaking before a warm¬ 
ly receptive joint meeting 
of the U.S. Congress, Ne¬ 
tanyahu said Israel wants 
and needs peace. 

But he repeated his flat 
rejection of a return to 
what he called the “inde¬ 
fensible” borders that Israel 
had before the 1967 Middle 
East war. 

He also restated Israel’s 
refusal to repatriate mil¬ 
lions of Palestinian refugees 
and their families to homes 
in Israel that they lost in 
fighting over the Jewish 
state’s 1948 creation. 


Netanyahu also main¬ 
tained anew that contested 
Jerusalem could not be 
shared with the Palestini¬ 
ans, who want the eastern 
sector of the holy city as 
the capital of their hoped- 
for State.

ASUNCION, Paraguay. The 

Asuncion zoo is desper¬ 
ately seeking a mate for 
Coco, the last known 
male of his species left in 
Paraguay. 

Coco is an endangered 
hyacinth macaw, known 
in Paraguayan Spanish as 
a “papagayo azul.” Scien¬ 
tists estimated several 
years ago that only 6,500 
were left in the wild, 
mostly in an area of 
neighbouring Brazil that 
is quickly losing natural 
habitat for the birds. 

Capturing and export¬ 
ing the Macaws is illegal 
and Coco was sent to the 
zoo eight years ago after 
authorities broke up a 
gang of animal traffick¬ 
ers. Only recently did a 
DNA test show he is 
male, zoo veterinarian 
Cristiane Rainner said. 

To avoid mixing 
species, the zoo has had 
to keep him apart from 
other Macaws, which has 
left him lonely and a bit 
bored, Rainner said. 

“He’s quite sociable, 
although he’s only 
learned to say ‘hello.’ But 
when he hears the 
cumbia he dances,” Rain¬ 
ner said. “The hyacinth 
macaw is a beauty, but if 
it doesn’t reproduce, 
that’ll be it. Coco is a 
male and his life 
expectancy is 80 years.”

The three- 
storey villa is known around the 
world. Abbottabad is already popular 
as an alpine escape from the summer 


heat. And a museum at the last stand 
of the al-Qaida leader could mine 
some long-term cash from the town’s 
instant brush with notoriety. 

It’s not a universal view by any 
stretch.

Forming an empire and defending free speech 

In 1998, Winfrey forms Oxygen Media, which would spawn the 
Oxygen cable channel. In the same year, she wins a “food 
disparagement” case against Texas cattlemen after her comments 
in a 1996 episode about Mad Cow Disease. 


Let the lifestyling begin 

Winfrey expands her reach with O Mag¬ 
azine, which offers advice on personal 
finance, fitness and spiritual wellness. 


Paging Dr. Phil 

Winfrey may be 
leaving but her self-help posse 
remains: Dr. Phil debuted in 
2002, Rachael Ray in 2006, The 
Dr. Oz Show in 2009 and The 
Nate Berlcus Show just last year.

Visitors to Indiana Jones 
and the Adventure of 
Archeology at the Montreal 
Science Centre are wel¬ 
comed by a bilingual mes¬ 
sage from no less than 
Harrison Ford, who 
brought Indy to life in the 
movies beginning with 
Raiders of the Lost Ark in 
1981. 

Jones’ fabled leather

The fuel-economy issue is crucial since all other 
Land Rover/Range Rover models are inherently 
thirsty beasts. 

For example, the best that either the V8-pow- 
ered Range Rover or its Range Rover Sport rela¬ 
tion can muster is 17.3 1/100 1cm in the city and 
11.2 on the highway. Although the Evoque’s ac¬ 
tual numbers have yet to be published, its 240- 
horsepower 2.0-litre turbocharged four-cylinder, 
sourced from Ford, will be a relative gas miser. 


When ogling the attractive two- and four- 
door body styles, it’s difficult to believe 
that the Evoque is the real deal when 
tackling the kind of off-road terrain that 
made its iconic ancestors so desirable.

“Sleek” and “sporty” are 
terms that don’t usually 
describe any Land Rover 
product, but the upcom¬ 
ing Range Rover Evoque 
constitutes a major 
change of course for 
Britain’s storied off-road 
brand. 

Its lack of formality and 
boxy practicality runs 
counter to a marque that 
cut its teeth tearing 
through the jungles of 
Botswana and Borneo, 
roaming the plains of the 
Serengeti and traversing 
the blistering Sahara 
sands. 

But that’s exactly the 
point. 

Many of Land Rover’s 
steeds spend their lives in 
urban settings and are 
rarely, if ever, tested any¬ 
where near the limits of 
their considerable en¬ 


durance. 

Although the Evoque ar¬ 
rives this fall in multi-ter¬ 
rain-capable condition, 
high style at a good price 
is where this Range Rover 
really shines. 

The Evoque appears 
more like a sport wagon 
derivative of a compact 
passenger car, especially 
in two-door livery. 

It’s slightly shorter than 
a Hyundai Tucson, Ford Es¬ 
cape, or Jeep Patriot and 
about 45 centimetres 
shorter than a Range 
Rover Sport. 

As well, with its steeply 
raked windshield and ta¬ 
pered roofline, it can also 
lay claim to being one of 
the slinkiest, wind-cheat- 
ing-est rigs around. 

With a starting price in 
the $50,000 range, the 
Evoque should provoke 
fresh patrons to consider a 
Range Rover to carry them 
down a decidedly different 
path.

its performance? Simple. 
Get out of the car and let 
someone else drive... 
someone who’s better 
looking and a faster driver. 

If that’s not going to 
work for you, consider the 
second-best option — a 
new set of wheels and tires. 

A well-chosen set of 
alloy rims fitted with 
aggressive tires looks awe¬ 
some. And because they are 
lighter, stronger, and put 



more and stiffer rubber on 
the road than your stock 
pieces, your vehicle’s han¬ 
dling dynamics will 
substantially improve as 
well. It’s a no-brainer. 

But before you jump in 
the pool, may we suggest 
these safety tips, gleamed 
from our conversation with 
Param Johl, owner and op¬ 
erator of Megawheelz in 
Mississauga, Ont., 
(megawheelz.com). 

Megawheelz stocks over 
5,000 wheels at any given 
time. The staff sees a lot of 
wheel consumers, from se¬ 
rious customizers, to those 
contemplating their first 
wheel upgrade. 

When they see those in 
the latter group, staff often 
start the consultation 
process with a reality 
check. Johl notes that 20- 
inch and larger wheels are 
certainly in vogue and cap¬ 
tivating, but that doesn’t 
mean they should go on 
eveiything, particularly 
smaller cars. 



“People see these large 
rims on the SUVs and 
trucks of their buddies and 
want them for their 
vehicles too ... but if they 
have a small car, we have 
to explain that it is just not 
going to work for them.” 

For one thing, a small 
car will need sheet metal 
and other modifications to 
accommodate 20- 
inchers. For an¬ 
other, huge 
rims necessi¬ 
tate 

extremely 
low profile 
tires, and 
that com¬ 
bination, 
while visu¬ 
ally over- 
the-top, 
means the 
vehicle will 
ride hard — 
veiy hard — 
like you’re riding 
on wheels of 


building a show car, or a 
hobby car for occasional 
preening around the ‘hood, 
forget about “Dub” wheels. 
(Dub became the famous 
short form of “double 
dime,” a cooler way of 
referring to tires that are 
20 inches or larger.) 

For a dai- 

iy 


driver, Johl suggests “plus 
one” or “plus two” sizing. 
For a vehicle that comes 
stock with 15-inch wheels, 
that means upgrading to 
16-inch or 17-inch 
wheel/tire sets. The rims 
are bigger and more beauti¬ 
ful, but by fitting them 
with tires with shorter side- 
walls (called low-profile 
tires), the new tire is able 
to retain the same diame¬ 
ter as the original one. 
This is crucial, 
because over-sized 
wheels/tires can 
cause problems with 
suspension travel, 
and various 
computer systems 
for braking, 
shifting and instru¬ 
mentation. 

There is a bewil¬ 
dering array of wheel 
designs out there. 
While the big brands, 
(American Racing, Foose, 
O.Z., etc.) continue to set 
the fashion pace, many 
smaller brands have 


concrete. 

So unless you’re 


entered the market, offer¬ 
ing cheaper takes on hit de¬ 
signs and cool designs of 
their own. Many websites 
have 3-D configurators, so 
you can visualize your ride 
with all the possibilities. 
Johl noted that matte, an¬ 
odized and painted finishes 
are currently popular. But 
he adds that the king of 
bling, chrome, continues to 
have its fans, even though 
the chroming process adds 
considerable weight to an 
alloy wheel. 

A good quality alloy 
wheel set, with good quali¬ 
ty rubber, from a reputable 
and professional wheel 
shop, will set you back 
about $1,100 to $1,200. 

You can pay more of 
course, or less. Like your 
choice of design, it’s all up 
to you. Express yourself. 
Then roll slowly through 
the neighbourhood, with 
the window down and a 
face that says, “Don’t hate 
us because we’re 
beautiful.” 


Keeping just the right temperature

Batteries are a lot like peo¬ 
ple: they don’t function as 
efficiently if they’re too 
cold or too hot. With an all¬ 
electric vehicle, keeping 
the battery at its optimum 
temperature helps to im¬ 
prove charging and in¬ 
crease the vehicle’s range. 

For its upcoming Focus 
Electric, scheduled to 
launch in Canada next year, 
Ford uses thermal manage¬ 
ment technology, a liquid 
heating and cooling system 
that works when the car’s 
lithium-ion battery is 
plugged in and charging at 
a wall socket. 

“Batteries like to stay 
around 20 to 30C,” says 
Sherif Maralcby, director of 
electrification programs 
and engineering for Ford. 

“The performance of a 
cold batteiy is worse than a 
warm one.” 


Ford’s system uses a mix¬ 
ture of water and antifreeze 
that circulates across the 
cells inside the batteiy 
pack. It’s sealed, so owners 
don’t have to check it or top 
it up. It’s also engineered 
for safety. The water flows 
through separate channels 
across the batteiy surface, 
and goes nowhere near the 
terminals or any electrical 
components. 

Depending on the out¬ 
side temperature, the sys¬ 
tem uses either a heating 
element to warm the fluid, 
or a heat exchanger to cool 
it, along with a pump to cir¬ 
culate it. Once the vehicle is 
plugged in to charge it, the 
system determines if the 
batteiy needs to be heated 
or cooled. If so, it then acti¬ 
vates, getting its power 
strictly from the wall out¬ 
let. 

“It only happens while 
it’s charging,” Maralcby 
says. “We manage that au¬ 
tomatically, so the cus¬ 
tomer doesn’t have to do 
anything. They just plug in 
the vehicle. In extreme

temperatures, whether it’s 
too hot or too cold, the 
chemistry and the batteiy 
cells have limitations on 
how far and how fast they 
can charge. With this sys¬ 
tem, it allows the maxi¬ 
mum performance from a 
charge standpoint. You can 
put more charge into the 
batteiy in extremely cold 
temperatures, and there¬ 
fore more range.” 

Maralcby says that liquid 
cooling is more effective for 
regulating lithium-ion bat¬ 
teiy temperatures than an 
air-cooling system on the 
larger, more complex bat¬ 
teiy packs used in electric 
cars. 

The sealed battery re¬ 
tains the temperature for 
some time, he says, and 
will stay within its ideal 
range on the daily drive.

Selection is tremendous. 
Depending on the year and 
model selected, used shop¬ 
pers can look for numerous 
engine, transmission, drive- 
train and body configura¬ 
tions. 

Also depending on the 
year and model in ques¬ 
tion, feature content in¬ 
cluded such goodies as tire 
pressure monitoring, tip-up 
rear seats, ABS brakes, fog 
lamps, chrome accents and 
power accessories. 

Engine options included 
a 2.5-litre four-cylinder 
with 120 horsepower, and 



both three and four-litre V6 
units with 150 or 160 
horsepower, respectively. 
From 2001 and on, a new 
four-litre V6 engine 
ramped output up to 200 
horsepower. 

What Owners Like 
Owners seem most satisfied 
with the styling, comfort, 
interior space, legroom, off¬ 
road capability and overall 
value of their trucks. 

Depending on the model 
in question, ride quality is

What Owners Dislike 
Common complaints in¬ 
clude small rear seats, sub- 
par power output with the 
smaller engines, a bouncy 
ride (depending on the 
model), excessive fuel con¬ 
sumption with the larger 
engines, and a big turning 
circle. 

“Clumsy” rear doors and 
limited headroom for taller 


drivers and passengers 
round out the list of com¬ 
mon complaints. 

Common Issues 
Check your potential used 
Ranger or B-Series for rust 
at the rear cab corners, low¬ 
er portions of the doors, 
driver’s floor board, around 
the wheelwells, on the bot¬ 
tom of the tailgate, and on 
the comers of the roof. 

Owner’s fomms also sug¬ 
gest checking for cracks or 
leaks from the differentials 
and transfer case. 

Ensure the transfer case 


switches between its vari¬ 
ous drive modes as outlined 
in the owner’s manual, and 
note that any unwelcomed 
vibrations or sounds from 
beneath the vehicle could 
be the result of a worn out 
or damaged suspension 
component or driveshaft. 

Finally, note the quality 
of the gear shift between 
second and third on models 
with the automatic trans¬ 
mission. If the transmission 
feels like its slipping or 
“flaring” during said shift, 
there’s likely a problem 
with a gearshift solenoid in 
the transmission. 

The Verdict 

Search for as new a used 
model as possible, and note 
that a Ford or Mazda me¬ 
chanic will be familiar with 
how to search for any po¬ 
tential issues. 

The low price of a used 
Ranger or B-Series, as well 
as its overall value and 
looks will be its biggest 
draw.
